WHERE IS GOD? 


By KEY. SHEfRMAN WALLACE , 


(Pastor First Baptist Church) 


M 


ODERN science has not annihilated God. It has 
only demonstrated his necessity. It has not re- 
moved God far from us. It has brought him in- 


finitely nearer. Its universal energy is the wiH of God. 
Its inherent forces are manifestations of the Indweffing 
presence and power of God.. Its e.vohttionary process is 
the method of the working: of God. To him whose eyes 
are open God's face is everywhere. To him whose ears 
are unstopped God's voice is always speaking. There is 
not a thought or thing which, if followed to its ultimate 
.meaning, will not lead one face to face with God. 


Browning said: "God's in his heaven, All's right witJh 


the world." But if God were only^jn his heaven all would 
be wrong with the world. Jesus saw God working in and 
through nature around him and within him<ag the power 
at which others marvelled. A hundred years ago we il- 
lustrated God's workmanship 'in the world by the watch 
and its maker. Now we have come'nearer to the con- 
ception of Jesus and believe that God is indeed the maker 
and the controller of the tmiverse but that he resides 
within it. He dp£s_-not- merely control natural law,-but 
naturaUa.wT:is ihis power-.eipressing itself. "He da the Kfe 
of "all ,-liif«£ -the power of -all'power, and thought of all 
thought, the soul of aD. spute. We use no longer the 
wutclvas an illustration of the work of God, we often our 
eyes and'see him at work-in every unfolding flower,4nr 
the progress of aH -history, -in every human experience. 
We contrast no longer the natural and the supernatural •• 
fojjwe have found that/God has not made two worlds'but " 
Qne,*' We talk no longeriaibout the conflict between revela- ' 


tion and scientific knowledge for we have found that God 
never contradicts himself-. We have found that many of 
our conceptions and interpretations have been false but 
that God is always true. 


We once feared science would rob us of God. Now we 


havi; found that science is only another term for modern 
knowledge and that it has only taken from us a false con- 
ception of God as an over-grown man who is our Father 
only because he created an original man in the beginning 
in a mechanical way. In place of this we have found a 
God who is truly our Father because he is the personal, 
thinking, loving, directing power in all the universe, who 
creates every man in his own spiritual image, *vho lives 
in us and permits us to live in him. He is the inspiration 
of all our progress for we know that he did not finish .his 
work in six days of twenty-four hours ~each, but that 
Jesus spoke_trtr]y when he said, "My Father worketh 
hitherto,".and "My Father worketh even untfl now." 
We love him more for we. realize how he has worked 
through the ages, like a true Father, for the welfare and 
the joy of his children.

ced a bill requiring railroads to secure the 
approval of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission before they can farm out to 
leased or privately owned 'shops, any re- 
pair or construction work, 


'The railroads are robbing the people 


of this country of hundreds of millions 
of dollars a year in excessive rates," the 
Wisconsin Congressman declared, "to pay 
the huge profits made by private contrac- 
tors in doing repair and construction 
work for the railroad companies. 


"These profits amount to over $300,- 


000,000 a year on-locomotives alone. Most 
of this goes to railroad officials and secur- 
ity holders. What the profits amount to 
oil the other classes of work, no -doubt 
runs into hundreds of millions. . 


"The war has taught us that the 'chief 


end of man" with many contractors is to 
make money.', They accomplish this by- 
securing the highest -price possible for 
the work, by using an inferior grade of 
materials and cheap workmanship. Hu- 
man life is at stake in railroad operations 
and there is no place in this industry for 
either cheap material or cheap workman- 
ship. 


"Ac;ain, widows and orphans are large 


investors in railroad securities. At least 
that is what -railroad officials tell us when 
they are seekuig legislation at the hands 
of congress. Congress can do nothing 
that will 'be of greater protection to these 
investors than to end this private con- 
tract system recently inaugurated by the 
railroads. . 


' "If this bill should become a law, as I 


am sure it will before long, it will enable 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
cut the freight and passenger rates from 
twenty-five to forty percent. When this 
is done we can expect to return to "nor- 
malcy' and we never will return to it un-

domestic, social, physical, mental, moral, financial and spiritual. School 
superintendents are unanimous in their opinion that continuation of the 


enforcement means better rising Americans. They re- 
port pupils healthier and happier, more punctual "and 
thrifty, with fewer echoes of trouble at home. Social 
workers state their experience with families shows that 
the difficulties formerly met with, occasioned by intem- 
perance and alcoholism, have almost entirely disap- 
peared."

Discussing the enforcement of the dry amendment,
